AAA celebrated The United

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IN line with the Monetary Policy 
Committee’s (MPC) task to evaluate, 
determine, 
and 
provide 
transpar- 
ency on the monetary policy actions 
of the Central Bank of Aruba (CBA), 
the CBA communicates the following. 
During its meeting of August 21, 
2023, the MPC decided to reduce 
the reserve requirement rate to 24.5 
percent as of September 1, 2023. 
Accordingly, commercial banks must 
hold a minimum balance at the CBA 
equal to 24.5 percent of their clients’ 
liquid deposits. The decision to reduce 
the reserve requirement rate to 24.5 
percent was based primarily on the 
steady contraction in the estimated 
excess liquidity of the banking sector 
compared to December 2022, mostly 
due to increased credit, while offi- 
cial and international reserves, albeit 
incurring decreases, remained at an 
adequate level. The CBA continues to 
monitor the excess liquidity develop- 
ments and stands ready to change the 
reserve requirement rate, if deemed 
necessary. 


The MPC considered the following infor- 
mation and analysis during its deliber- 
ations. 


International and official reserves 
The international reserves, comprising 
the official reserves of the CBA and 
foreign reserves held by the commer- 
cial banks, declined by Afl. 78.6 million 
as of June 30, 2023, compared to end- 
December 2022 (Graph 1). Official 
reserves fell by Afl. 86.3 million, while 
the foreign reserves at the commer- 
cial banks rose by Afl. 7.7 million . 
Consequently, as of June 30, 2023, 
official and international reserves 
amounted to Afl. 2,704.6 million and 
Afl. 3,162.6 million, respectively. 


Maintaining reserve adequacy is crit- 
ical to keeping the fixed exchange 
rate between the Aruban florin and 
the US dollar. In this regard, despite 
aforementioned decline, international 
reserves remained comfortably above 
the minimum required three months of 
current account payments as of June 
2023. 


Current account payments consist, 
among others, of import payments, 
interest payments made to investors, 
and foreign transfers, such as money 
remittances by foreign workers. Official 
reserves also stayed within an adequate 
range when benchmarked against the 
International Monetary Fund’s (IMF) 
Assessing Reserve Adequacy (ARA) 
metric (Table 1). 


Inflation 
The End-of-Period (EOP) inflation 
rate fell to 2.8 percent in June 2023, 
down from 4.0 percent in May 2023 
(Graph 2). The 2.8 percent increase 
in consumer prices in June 2023 
was mainly the result of higher utility 
prices, which continued to affect the 
‘housing’ component (+2.5 percentage 
points contribution). Moreover, prices 
in the ‘food and non-alcoholic bever- 
ages’ accelerated (+0.7 percentage 


point contribution). To a lesser degree, 
‘miscellaneous goods and services’ 
(+0.4 percentage point contribution) 
and ‘restaurants and hotels’ (+0.3 
percentage point contribution) also 
contributed to the EOP inflation in June 
2023. 


The 12-month average inflation decel- 
erated to 5.9 percent in June 2023, 
down from 6.1 percent in May 2023. 
The inflationary pressures were due 
to the elevated oil price on the inter- 
national markets, costlier vehicles, as 
well as the hikes in water and electricity 
tariffs as of August 2022. Furthermore, 
Aruba imported much of the rising 
prices from its trading partners, partic- 
ularly the United States and Europe. 


Meanwhile, in June 2023, EOP core 
inflation (excluding energy and food) 
was 2.3 percent (May 2023: 2.3 
percent). On a twelve-month average 
basis, core inflation amounted to 1.8 
percent (May 2023: 1.9 percent). 



Excess liquidity 
Based on weekly data, preliminary 
estimated excess liquidity (including 
undisbursed loan funds and other 
commitments) stood at Afl. 382.6 
million on July 28, 2023, and was Afl. 
437.2 million lower compared to end- 
December 2022.

A Day in Aruba: 


From Beach Bliss to Cultural Riches 
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THE Water Cooler Project, overseen by The Rotary Club of 
Aruba, drew inspiration from the pioneering efforts of The 
Interact Club of Colegio Arubano. The Interact Club took 
the lead by initiating the Water Cooler in Schools project, on 
March 22, 2021, World Water Day, with the installation and 
inauguration of the FIRST water cooler at Colegio Arubano. 
This innovative project is designed to benefit students 
aged 4-18 years across Aruba, with the overarching goal 
of providing access to clean and revitalizing drinking water 
in all 75 schools, thereby fostering a healthier and more 
sustainable community. 


To date, 19 water coolers have been installed in various 
schools across Aruba. Currently, many schools are buying 
bags of ice several times a week and storing these in freezers 
to cool water. , With the Water Cooler Project, this practice 
is slowly but surely being eliminated significantly enhancing 
the efficiency of distributing clean, chilled water. 


An important advantage of this initiative lies in its objective 
to combat obesity within the community. By encouraging 
the consumption of clean, cool water as a much healthier 
alternative to sugary beverages, the project aligns with 
broader health objectives. It also plays a crucial role in 
the areas of disease prevention and treatment, especially in 
reducing the risk of transmitting bacteria (such as COVID- 
19). Additionally, the project promotes child health, and 
enhances environmental sustainability by reducing the use 


of (disposable) plastic water bottles. 


Despite the continued success of this project, our primary 
ongoing challenge revolves around sourcing these units 
locally at favorable prices. However, the realization of this 
initiative has been made possible through the generous spon- 
sorship and steadfast support of our sister clubs, including 
the Rotary Club of Curacao, Rotary Club of Willemstad, 
Rotary Club of Bonaire, Rotary Club of Kentville (Canada), 
Rotary Club of Moncton West and Riverview (Canada), and 
District 7030. We wish to express our heartfelt gratitude 
to Bon Bini Cargo for their invaluable assistance in trans- 
porting the units, a critical factor in achieving project mile- 
stones. 
This impactful project is led by a dedicated committee from 
the Rotary Club of Aruba, including our sincere Don de 
Veer, Orlando Hoevertsz, Lufrido Croes, Ravee Nandwani, 
Geert Rep, and Frederick Nuboer. Their commitment and 
consistency have been instrumental in driving this project’s 
success.

THE Marine Squadron Caribe from Aruba visited Saba from 
September 15 to 23 to get to know the island, for physical 
activities and to assist for a good cause. 
The Marine Squadron Caribe came to Saba in three rotating 
troops of each about 28 persons. Each troop stayed for a 
few days. All three troops carried up equipment for Satel NV 
to the communication facility at the top of Mount Scenery. 


One troop did maintenance work on the historic Mary’s Point 
hiking trail, fixing the poles and ropes on the steps. A second 
troop assisted with bringing down and installing poles near 
the Sulphur Mine for a project of the Saba Conservation 
Foundation (SCF) to fence off the area against roaming 
goats, allowing the restoring of vegetation.

very much appreciate their input and the value the good 
relations,” said Johnson. 
The Marine Squadron Caribe left Saba on Saturday to prepare 
for their return to Aruba on Tuesday. The Marine Squadron 
Caribe also visited St. Maarten and St. Eustatius. 


Dutch Marines visit Saba 
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IN the dynamic landscape of global energy trade, the 
European Union (EU) witnessed a noteworthy change in 
energy import trends during the second quarter of 2023. 
Following a robust surge in energy imports between 2021 and 
2022, the start of 2023 brought about a different scenario, 
with imports seeing a decline for the second consecutive 
quarter compared to the previous year. 


A Decline in Energy Imports: 
In the second quarter of 2023, EU energy imports regis- 
tered a significant decrease in both value and net mass when 
compared to the same quarter in 2022. The drop amounted 
to a substantial 39.4% in terms of value and 11.3% in terms 
of net mass (measured in tonnes). These figures followed 
a similar trend from the first quarter of the year, which saw 
declines of 26.5% and 6.1% in value and net mass, respec- 
tively. 


Russia’s Role in the Shift: 
One notable trend is the diminishing role of Russia in EU 
imports of petroleum oils and natural gas. This decline in net 
mass began in the second quarter of 2022 and continued 
into 2023. In particular, imports of petroleum oils from 
Russia plummeted by 82%, from an average of 8.7 million 
tonnes in Q2 2022 to just 1.6 million tonnes in Q2 2023. 
In contrast, imports from extra-EU partners, excluding 
Russia, increased by 5.8 million tonnes, from 31.5 million 
to 37.3 million tonnes. Consequently, Russia’s share in total 
EU imports of petroleum oils plummeted from 21.6% in Q2 
2022 to a mere 4.0% in Q2 2023. 


Natural Gas Imports: 
Natural gas imports also faced a considerable drop, with 
a 17% decrease in net mass in Q2 2023 compared to the 
same quarter in 2022. This reduction can be attributed in 
part to the EU’s commitment to reducing gas consumption, 
resulting in a decline in natural gas imports from Russia 
from 5.1 million tonnes in Q2 2022 to 2.5 million tonnes in 
Q2 2023. 


Diversification of Suppliers: 


The ongoing conflict between Russia and Ukraine prompted 
the EU to implement sanctions, directly and indirectly 
impacting the trade of oils and natural gas. Consequently, 
there has been a visible shift toward diversifying energy 
suppliers. 


Notably, the EU’s ban on seaborne imports of Russian crude 
oil, effective from December 5, 2022, and the embargo on 
refined oil products from February 5, 2023, have contrib- 
uted to these shifts in import figures. In Q2 2022, Russia 
was the leading supplier of petroleum oils to the EU, with a 
15.9% share. In Q2 2023, Russia dropped to the 12th posi- 
tion, accounting for a mere 2.7% share. 


Conversely, other countries like Norway, Kazakhstan, the 
United States, Saudi Arabia, and Libya have seen their 
shares increase, marking a broader diversification of energy 
sources. 


Conclusion: 
The energy import landscape in the EU is undergoing signifi- 
cant changes in 2023. As the EU strives for energy security 
and sustainability, these shifts in imports, particularly the 
diminishing role of Russia, demonstrate the dynamic nature 
of global energy trade. The EU’s focus on diversification and 
reduced reliance on specific suppliers reflects its commit- 
ment to ensuring a resilient energy future. 


EU Energy Imports Experience Decline 
in Q2 2023 Amidst Shifting Trends 
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THE European Union’s Commissioner for Trade, Valdis 
Dombrovskis, expressed growing concerns about China’s 
trade practices during a visit to Beijing. Dombrovskis 
emphasized that while Europe seeks to maintain its relation- 
ship with China, it will not tolerate unfair trade practices or 
imbalances. 


Addressing an audience at Tsinghua University, Dombrovskis 
stated, “We urge China to address the lack of reciprocity in 
our economic relationship. The EU welcomes competition, 
but it must be fair, and we will be more assertive in tackling 
unfairness.” 


His visit comes as trade tensions between the EU and China 
escalate over trade deficits and geopolitical matters. The 
EU’s trade deficit with China reached a staggering 396 billion 
euros ($421 billion) in the previous year, with a significant 
portion attributed to the automotive and machinery sectors. 


Recently, the EU initiated an investigation into China’s state 
support for electric vehicle (EV) manufacturers, a move trig- 
gered by a surge in Chinese car imports that raised concerns 
for the future of European auto manufacturers. In response, 
China’s commerce ministry criticized the investigation as 
“blatantly protectionist.” 


Beyond trade, technology has become a source of tension. 
China imposed export restrictions on two semiconductor 


materials, signaling its intent to safeguard its chipmaking 
technology from limitations imposed by Europe and the 
United States. 


The EU has expressed broader concerns about the business 
environment for European companies operating in China, as 
well as China’s stance in the Ukraine conflict. 
Dombrovskis raised concerns about China’s evolving legal 
framework, which he said had created a more “politicized” 
business environment. He cited issues such as reduced 
transparency, unequal access to procurement, discrimina- 
tory standards, security requirements, and data localization 
and transfer rules. 


Specifically, Dombrovskis pointed to China’s new foreign 
relations law and expanded counter-espionage law as 
causes for concern among European businesses. These 
laws, known for their ambiguity, have left European compa- 
nies uncertain about their compliance obligations. 
He cited a survey from the EU Chamber of Commerce in 
China, conducted in June, which revealed that nearly two- 
thirds of respondents found doing business in China more 
challenging. The survey also showed that 30% of respon- 
dents reported a decrease in revenue compared to the 
previous year, the highest on record. 


Dombrovskis urged China to remain open to help facilitate 
its transition from an investment-driven economy to a more 
diversified one. He warned that if China pursued a different 
path, it could hinder its much-needed economic rebalancing. 


The EU Trade Commissioner also noted the impact of Russia’s 
invasion of Ukraine on the global landscape and emphasized 
the importance of China’s position on the issue. Russia has 
increasingly turned to China for economic support since 
the Ukraine conflict began in 2022, with trade between the 
two nations surging by 40% in the first five months of the 
current year. 


EU Trade Commissioner Urges Fairness 
Amid Rising Tensions with China

IN an incident that rattled the Cuban Embassy in Washington, 
a Molotov cocktail was hurled at the building, although it 
resulted in minimal damage, with no reported injuries. U.S. 
law enforcement authorities have initiated an investigation 
into the incident. 


The event transpired around 8 p.m. on Sunday, drawing the 
attention of Secret Service officers who promptly responded 
to the attack. The incident occurred on a bustling street in 
the Adams-Morgan neighborhood of the nation’s capital. 
Embassy officials promptly alerted authorities, reporting that 
an individual had launched a “potential incendiary device” 
toward the embassy building. Anthony Guglielmi, a spokes- 
person for the Secret Service, confirmed these details on 
Monday. 


Fortunately, the attack did not ignite a fire or cause substan- 
tial damage to the embassy premises. As of now, no arrests 
have been made in connection with the incident. 


Cuban Foreign Minister Bruno Rodriguez conveyed via a social 
media platform that the Cuban Embassy “was the target of a 
terrorist attack by an individual who threw 2 Molotov cock- 
tails.” Molotov cocktails are rudimentary incendiary devices 


consisting of a bottle filled with flammable liquid and a lit 
wick, typically ignited just before being thrown. Minister 
Rodriguez emphasized that no individuals were harmed in 
the attack. The Cuban Embassy’s spokesperson has not yet 
responded to inquiries seeking additional information. 


It is worth noting that in 2020, a Cuban asylum seeker in the 
United States discharged an AK-47 rifle in front of the Cuban 
Embassy, discharging nearly three dozen rounds. The indi- 
vidual claimed that he resorted to gunfire because he aimed 
to “preempt any threat posed to him.” The shooting inci- 
dent resulted in bullet holes in the embassy’s glass, as well 
as damage to the bronze statue of Jose Marti, a prominent 
Cuban writer and national hero. The columns and facade of 
the building were also struck by bullets. 


Historically, the Cuban Embassy was constructed in 1917 
but closed its doors in January 1961 amidst escalating Cold 
War tensions between Cuba and the United States. It later 
reopened as an “interests section” in 1977. In a historic 
shift in July 2015, the embassy was reinstated as diplomatic 
following the restoration of relations between the two coun- 
tries during the tenures of President Barack Obama and 
President Raul Castro. 


Minimal Damage Reported 


Molotov Cocktail Thrown at 
Cuban Embassy in Washington 
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Rite Aid (RAD): The stock of the well- 
known drugstore chain took a signifi- 
cant hit, plummeting by 20% during 
Monday afternoon trading. Reports 
suggest that the company is currently 
in negotiations regarding a bankruptcy 
plan, which could potentially involve 
the liquidation of a substantial portion 
of its extensive network of over 2,100 
drugstores. 


Costco (COST): The popular warehouse 
retailer saw a slight dip of approxi- 
mately 0.3% as investors awaited the 
release of the company’s earnings 
report scheduled for Tuesday. Over the 
past six months, Costco’s stock has 
shown resilience, boasting a rise of 
approximately 13%. 


Paramount 
(PARA): 
Paramount 
Corporation witnessed a 1% decline 
in its share price during afternoon 
trading. This movement followed a 
significant development in the enter- 
tainment industry, as union leaders and 
Hollywood studios tentatively agreed 
on Sunday to bring a historic screen- 
writers strike to an end. However, 
details of the agreement have not yet 
been disclosed, leading to mixed results 
among entertainment company stocks. 
While Warner Bros. Discovery (WBD) 
experienced a 2.8% drop, Disney (DIS) 
slipped by around 0.4%. In contrast, 
Netflix (NFLX) emerged as a winner, 
with a gain of 1%. 


Nike (NKE): Nike, the renowned sports- 
wear giant, encountered a 0.2% slip in 
its share price following a downgrade 
from Jefferies, which shifted its rating 
from Buy to Hold and slashed the price 
target from $140.00 to $100.00. The 
rationale behind this decision cited 


ongoing pressures in the wholesale 
sector, 
macroeconomic 
challenges 
in China, and results from consumer 
surveys indicating reduced spending 
in the United States, particularly in 
apparel and footwear. Investors are 
now eagerly awaiting Nike’s upcoming 
quarterly earnings report scheduled 
for release on Thursday. 


In premarket trading on Monday, the 
following stocks were in the spotlight: 
Paramount 
(PARA): 
Paramount 
Corporation displayed strength with a 
2% increase in its share price during 
premarket trading. This positive move- 
ment came in response to the news that 
union leaders and Hollywood studios 
had tentatively reached an agree- 
ment on Sunday to conclude a historic 
screenwriters strike. 


Warner Bros. Discovery (WBD): Warner 
Bros. Discovery experienced a 2% 
uptick in premarket trading, signifying 
optimism as the screenwriters strike 
appeared to be nearing its conclusion. 


Nike (NKE): Nike saw a nearly 2% 


decline in its share price as Jefferies 
downgraded the company to a Hold 
rating on the same day. The firm also 
adjusted the price target from $140.00 
to $100.00. 
The downgrade cited ongoing chal- 
lenges in the wholesale sector, macro- 
economic difficulties in China, and 
survey 
results 
indicating 
reduced 
consumer spending in the United 
States, particularly in apparel and foot- 
wear. Nike’s quarterly earnings report, 
expected on Thursday, is now eagerly 
anticipated.

dramatic 21% plunge in its share price 
after announcing the abrupt cancella- 
tion of key creditor meetings and the 
need to revisit its restructuring plan.

Exploring Alternative Investments: 


A Diverse World Beyond Stocks and Bonds 
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IN an era dominated by tech titans Google 
and Meta, the internet’s duopoly, access to 
online information is undergoing a seismic 
shift. These giants are now poised to 
block news on their platforms in Canada, 
responding to a new law mandating 
payment to news publishers. This decision 
underscores the challenges faced by the 
global media industry, including dimin- 
ishing ad revenues and heavy dependence 
on social networks for readership. 


In the Middle East and North Africa 
(MENA) region, Facebook’s evolving rela- 
tionship with the news industry and algo- 
rithmic changes have added complexity to 
the news dissemination landscape. These 
shifts have particularly impacted smaller, 
independent media outlets. 


Facebook’s Uncertain Stance on News: 
Meta, the parent company of Facebook 
and Instagram, has faced criticism for 
disseminating fake news and hate speech. 
The recent withdrawal from news distri- 
bution is part of a broader pivot toward 
prioritizing 
user-generated 
content. 
However, this isn’t the first time Facebook 
has wavered on the role of news on its 
platform. 


In 2018, under public and regulatory 
pressure, Mark Zuckerberg announced a 
major change in the way Facebook oper- 
ates, resulting in users seeing less public 
content, including posts from businesses, 
brands, and media outlets. Over the years, 
Facebook has remained opaque about its 
algorithm changes, which determine what 
users see in their feeds. 


Impact on MENA Media: 
According to Echobox, a social media 
management company, Facebook’s most 
recent algorithm change in February 2023, 
intensified in May, resulted in a significant 
reduction in content from publisher pages 
appearing in user feeds. This sudden shift 


has notably decreased traffic to media 
websites, 
disproportionately 
affecting 
audiences and publishers in the Global 
South, including the MENA region, which 
heavily relies on social media referrals for 
news access. 


Facebook’s Disproportionate Influence 
in MENA: 
Social media remains immensely popular in 
the MENA region, with Facebook retaining 
its pivotal role. Arabic is the third most 
used language on the platform. In a 2022 
MENA survey, around 72% of respondents 
reported daily Facebook usage. Countries 
like Libya, the UAE, Qatar, Egypt, Morocco, 
and Algeria rank among the top for the 
fastest-growing Facebook user base. 


Media Vulnerability in MENA: 
Unlike their Western counterparts, media 
outlets in the MENA region contend with 
unique challenges such as digitaliza- 
tion hurdles, limited resources, and polit- 
ical constraints. These challenges have 
left them more vulnerable to the impact 
of 
third-party 
platforms’ 
algorithmic 
changes, leading to layoffs and, in some 
cases, business collapse. 


For example, Raimh Post, an online local 
news outlet in Yemen, experienced an 
abrupt loss of audience and business 
when Facebook changed its algorithms, 
illustrating the dramatic consequences for 
smaller publishers. 


Paywalls and Monetization: 
In a commercial strategy, Facebook 
initially offered organic reach for news 


content, making itself indispensable before 
requiring payment for visibility. Now, news 
content must be sponsored to appear 
in feeds. Additionally, posts containing 
external links are devalued as Facebook 
aims to keep users within its platform. 


This shift has frustrated users who once 
relied on Facebook for job opportunities 
and valuable information. Smaller, inde- 
pendent publishers face greater chal- 
lenges adapting to these changes due to 
their limited resources. 


The TikTok Effect: 
While traditional news articles have been 
the primary medium for information, 
younger generations have shifted toward 
consuming short videos, often presented 
by influencers. Facebook and Instagram 
have responded by promoting short- 
format video content over text-based arti- 
cles, which has impacted publishers.

AS we brace ourselves for the 
upcoming winter, the return of the El 
Niño weather phenomenon has raised 
questions about its potential impact 
on Europe’s weather. El Niño’s reemer- 
gence, officially confirmed by the World 
Meteorological Organisation (WMO) in 
July, presents a unique meteorolog- 
ical challenge when coupled with the 
ongoing global warming attributed to 
human-caused carbon emissions.

(NOAA), there is a 95% likelihood that 
a moderate to strong El Niño season 
will extend until February 2024, with 
the most significant effects anticipated 
next year.

El Niño events typically persist for nine 
to 12 months, sometimes extending 
for several years, with peak activity 
typically occurring between November 
and January. However, the reasons 
behind this temporal variation remain 
a subject of ongoing scientific inquiry, 
highlighting our limited understanding 
of these complex weather patterns. 


The current El Niño event is projected 
to continue into 2024, potentially 
strengthening in the coming months 
and subsiding in spring next year. 
Predicting how El Niño will influence 
Europe’s weather throughout the year 
is a challenging task due to the intri- 
cate interplay of factors within our 
global climate system. 


Europe’s Diverse Weather Responses 
The impact of El Niño on Europe’s 
weather patterns varies depending on 
location and the time of year.

Professor Scaife 
highlights that tropical rainfall initi- 
ates planetary-scale waves affecting 
Europe in winter, originating not only 
from El Niño in the Pacific but also from 
the tropical Atlantic. 


Interplay of Other Influences 
Various factors beyond El Niño can 
disrupt 
its 
typical 
patterns.

instance, disruptions in the strato- 


sphere, the atmospheric layer above 
the troposphere, can trigger cold 
snaps every few years independently 
of El Niño’s activity. 


Looking ahead to 2024, the effects of 
El Niño typically lag behind by a few 
months. Professor Scaife mentions 
notable lagged effects in China, 
including heavy summer monsoon 
rains and flooding following significant 
El Niño events. Additionally, there is 
an increased likelihood of “hotter than 
normal” temperatures in the coming 
year. 


Notably, the last strong El Niño in 2016 
contributed to the hottest year on 
record globally. Given the confluence 
of El Niño and rising temperatures 
due to global warming, meteorologists 
express concerns that 2024 could set 
new temperature records, potentially 
surpassing the critical 1.5°C warming 
threshold. Even before the onset of 
El Niño, average global sea surface 
temperatures 
were 
unprecedented, 
potentially 
intensifying 
extreme 
weather events worldwide.
